wherein said data processing means is programmed to calculate and display the ratio of 
C02 to 02 relative to expired volume. - 

Claim 22 was rewritten separately from claim 1 for the following reason. As 
rewritten, claim 1 did not find support in either of the earlier case, and as a result, only 
had an effective date of 4/1/2004. Publication 2003/0060725, which is the US 
publication of applicant' earlier application 09/965303, disclosed the system including 
the data processing device that calculated and displayed the ratio of relative to expired 
volume." The earlier publication had a publication date of 3/27/2003. As such, it was a 
102(b) reference and anticipated claims 1 and 9. However, when claim 22 was 
rewritten separately, it found support in the parent application, 09/965303, and thus had 
an effective filing date of 9/27/2001 . As such, publication 2003/0060725 was no longer 
available as a reference and the claim was allowable.
